Claims 1,6, 18, 20, 34 and 37 are currently pending and are present for examination.

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Following a diligent 
search it was determined that the prior art neither teaches nor suggests a process for production 
of a glucosyl-lipid compound by the use of a processive lipid-glucosyl transferase enzyme with 
SEQ ID NO:2 or 4, that successively transfers glucose residue to a lipid acceptor and encoded 
by a polynucleotide with SEQ ID NO:l or 3 as claimed in instant claims.
